RETRIAL DATE SET. 


The jury was brought into court 


at its own request at noon, reported 
a disagreement and asked that it be 
discharged. The case -was set for 
retrial Jan. 9. 


JUROR STUBBORN.

Arbuckle jury, Issued a signed state- 
ment saving that one of the woman 
jurors who was in the minority re- 
fused to consider the evidence from 
the beginning- and declared that "she 
•would cast her ballot and would not 
change it until hell froze over."

matic pistol. Spencer 
staggered out 


of tho.iall doorway, shot through the

SHERIFF ALONE. 


The Jallbreak took place at 5:13

SHERIFF OPENS FIRE. 


Then the three prisoners made a 


dash for the front door of the jail. 
Sheriff Farrar drew a .25 automatic 
pistol which he had concealed in Ills 
coat pocket, and which he had man- 
aged to retain during the struggle, 
and fired at Spencer, who had just 
pulled the door 
shut. He dropped 


with a bullet wound in his stomach. 


The sheriff then turned his pistol 


on Erickson 
shooting 
him as he 


neared the front 
door 
of the jail. 


Spencer, in the meanwhile, had Rot- 
ten up, and made a dash for freedom 
Riggs was the 
next target for the 


sheriff, but he managed to get out 
without being hit, so far as is known. 


KILLED INSTANTLY. 


Erickson was killed instantly, the 


bullet striking him In the back of 
the head. He dropped near the daor 
and it was necessary for Spencer and 
Riggs to run around him to get out.

ing store here last July. Spencer is 
alleged to have stolen an automobile

The "big five" packers declared the 


organized workers represented less 
than f n e per cent of the total num- 
ber of employes, while union leaders 
insisted they had gained the support 
of more than half the workers. 


EXTRA POLICE CALLED. 


Two hundred extra policemen were 


assigned to the stockyards district 
here this morning, where a large per- 
centage of the 40,000 packing house 
employes had voted to go on strike 
according to union leaders. 


Reports from South St. Paul, Minn., i 


indicated more than 2,000 men there I 
were responding to the strike call 
2,000 at Kansas City, Kan., 2,000 at 
Fort Worth, Tex, and 600 each at Ok- 
lahoma City, Olda. and Denver Colo. 


300 LINED UP. 


More than 300 men were lined •up 


early in the morning at the employ- 
ment office of Armours, but few of 
them were given jobs. 
At another 


entrance of the Ariuour plant, about 
500 men waited to get in and police, 
seeing the gathering, stood around in 
doubt whether to disperse the crowd 
or not. 
It developed that they :.I=o 


were men looking for work. 


The first call tor police came from 


the Swift plant where 700 men fath- 
ered, waiting for jobs.

Also last year a.,d the years before 
there was only $200 exemption on 
each dependent r' ''d. Now that has 
been raised to $400. So the law was 
revised to some advantage. 


WHO SHALL FILE. 


The rates of normal tax and surtax

:.ro in the form of a gradrated scale, 
while the normal' tax rates continue 
without charge. 


Under the new law, all unmarried 


persons having a net Income of $1000 
or more, and all married persons liv- 
ing with husband or wife having a 
net income of $2000 or more are re- 
quired to tile a return; thero is Also 
added tho provision that all persons 
having a gross income of $5000 or 
more (regardless of the amount of 
net income) are required to file a 
return.

support, are allowed an additional 
exemption of 5400 for each such per- 
son instead of 5200 as under the old 
law. 


Under the now law rental value 


of houses furnished ministers of the 
gospel is not to 1)6 included as 'n- 
come; also, the total expenses of a 
person traveling in pursuit of a trada 
or bus'-iess is an allowable deduction, 
from cross income.
